"No trouble," said Sing, and he reached for 


a pile of shoes that lay in a heap on the floor 
at the foot of the bunk. Picking out one on 
which the sole had been badly worn, he pro- 
ceeded to rip off u portion of the old felt, and, 
getting a smooth surface at last, he pulled a 
big sheet of thick felting from n drawer and 
proceeded, after the fashion of a Yankes cob- 
bler, to cut a now sole. This done, he fitted 
it upon the sabot, and then taking an awl, 
through the handle of which a thong was 
run, be placed the point on the surface of the 
felt, tho shoe being held firmly between bis 
knees. Then, taking the thong In both hands, 
he gave it a peculiar twist and the awl went 
through the new felt and the old sole that re- 
mained on the shoe 


Repeating this operation several times, he 


stuck small pegs in the holes to hold the felt 
in position and then proceeded to bore holes 
m rows all over the surface of the sole of the 
shoe, until there were eight or ten rows of 
many holes each. Then the sewing com- 
menced, and it was surprising to watch how 
dextrously he used the needle. When sewed 
on it would seem that a sole would never rip 
off, and, in fact, Sing said they seldom do. 
That port of the work finished, he took a 
sharp knife and pored the new sole down at 
the sides until it exactly fitted with the old, 
and then dipping a little stiff brush into some- 
thing that looked like whiting he daubed U 
all around the edges and over the bottom, 
and after rubbing it over with a cloth, the 
shoe was pronounced complete. 


SOME FTOB ONES. 


The wi iter, during tho above operations, 


asked many questions, and, as Sing had 
warmed into a pleasant and communicative 
mood, tho following very interesting infor- 
mation regarding shoes was gleaned: 


In China, where of course the greater por- 


tion of all the shoes worn by Celestial! in 
this country are made, there is an absence of 
well tanned leather, and it is for this all 
important reason that the leather soled 
shoes' are made so thick. If a thin layer of 
that poor leather were used the shoes would 
wear out in no tune, and as they ore rather 
expensive from a Celestial point of view a 
wearer of thin soled shoes would have a 
heavy bill for foot wear to pay. It is for 
the same reason that the uppers of all the 
•hoes arc made of cloth, for there is very lit- 
tle of the thin, ornamental ieatl.cr in the 
country, and as the Chinese are not very 
progressive they would never think of im- 
porting that very useful article so as to make 
their shoes rndre durable. 


Of tho cloth tops there are many varieties, 


although by tar the greater percentage of 
Chinamen wear those of black silk or cotton, 
ortiamenttd with embroideries of different 
sorts. The designs upon them take many 
forms, and some of the more elabornte of the 
sabots cost as high as $13 or $15 a pair, -while 
those worn by the rich mandarins in China 
are even more expensive than that. An or- 
dinary pair ot shoes, however, con be pur- 
chased for about $8, and it is only the well tc 
do merchants or laundry men or the Celestial 
dudes who buy the more expensive sorts. 


Chinese dudes, by the way, often wear 


shoes the uppers of which ore made of blue, 
purple or red satin or silk embroidered with 
some other contrasting color, but these, as a 
rule, are sent to them direct from China, 
where some sweetheart or living almond eyed 
wife has worked on them for many days, so 
that her absent lord may cot a dash among 
tho swells of Chinatown 


The shoes with folt soles are much more 


popular than, the other, and it is thought by 
the wearers of them that they last longer and 
look better than those made of leather 
The 


soles ore also easier to whiten, and this is a 
great point in their favor. 


The Tartar ladies, who do not follow the 


custom of Chinese ladies of rank in cramping 
their feet, wear the same sort of shoes as the 
men, but the soles are made thicker. 


The only reason Sing^ould give why the 


soles of the shoes were sewed all the way 
across was that if the felt or leather used 
was sewed only around the edge it would 
warp out of all reasonable shape on the first 
wetting 


There are also Chinese slippers that are 


quite a novelty in their way and very cheap. 
They ore made of either woven straw or 
bamboo, with flat soles, no heels or counters, 
and resemble what are known in New Eng- 
land as slipshods. In the front, beneath the 
woven bamboo, ore placed strips of different 
colored paper, which harequiteegood effect 
-Boston Globe. 


Ufe In Japan. 


In Japan women Lave always held a 


higher position than in other Asiatic 
countries. They go about freely wher- 
ever they please, and the seclusion of the 
Chinese is wholly unknown to them. 
The schools receive as many girls as 
boys, and as a result of my observations 
I can safely say, without Idle compli- 
ment, that the former are brighter than 
the latter. 


By degrees, and under these favora- 


ble conditions for general observation, 
some of the causes of the people's happy 
spirit of independence began to be re- 
vealed to me. The simplicity of their 
lives, in which enters no selfish rivalry 
to outdo one another, accounts hi a large 
measure for this enviable result. Re- 
garding one another very much as be- 
longing to one family, their mode of life 
is more or less on tha same plane, and 
consequently a spirit of great harmony 
prevails. A very small income is suffi- 
cient to supply the ordinary necessities 
of life, and everything else is secured 
with but little effort. Household effects 
are few and inexpensive, and should 
everything be destroyed by fire or loss 
in any way, it is not an irreparable ca- 
lamity. All can be replaced at a small 
outlay, and life go on as before. 


The tenant, upon renting a house, is 


put to little expense to furnish it; indeed, 
he requires absolutely no furniture at 
all. The clean, finely woven mats which' 
cover the floor serve as table, chair and 
bed; and as It is the universal custom to 
remove the shoes before entering a 
house there is no danger of one's bring- 
ing with him the dirt from the streets. 


His bedding consists of cotton quilts, 


which are spread out on the floor at 
night, rolled together in the morning 
and stored away in a closet during the 
day. A few pictures and specimens of 
beautiful script decorate the walls, n 
few vases contain sprays of flowers, and 
a number of cushions on the floor com- 
plete the furnishing of the room. Yet it 
does not seem empty or cheerless, for 
the general arrangement of harmonious 
colors, the different woods employed in 
its visible construction and the beauty 
of the finished workmanship make a 
most harmonious and pleasing combina- 
tion. "—Wones in Century.

How far from all sink drains, barn 


yards, etc., must a well be in order to 
insure safety from drainage into it from 
these deposits of filth? An article on 
this subject in The Sanitary Inspector 
says for every foot downward of a sub- 
soil drain or a veil, the surrounding soil 
is drained four feet on all sides, A well, 
therefore, twenty feet deep, and in which 
the water has settled near the bottom, or 
has been pumped dry, drains tho soil 
about 100 feet around it, speaking gen- 
erally. The Inspector says the l*st all 
round sample of water xn Maine that 
has come to that office was from a well, 
but it was situated in a field 450 feet 
from all human habitations. Th* worst 
sample also came from a weW, but it was 
at the edge ot a barn yard.c—Lewiston 
Journal.

Boiling of Potassium and Sodloia. 


The boiling points of potassium and sodium 


have been satisfactorily determined by an 
English physicist by placing the metals in a 
hollow iron ball surrounded with a screen of 
Ore clay and heated with a blow pipe. An 
air thermometer was lowered into the vapor 
of the boiling metal, sealed and broken open 
under water, the temperature being then cal- 
culated from the volume of water forced into 
the bulb. Tha mean results gave 742 degs. 
a (1,388 degs. F.) as the boiling point of 
sodium and 6B7 degs. (1,283 degs.) that of po- 
tassium.—New York Tolagnm.

Thirty yean ago, when Justice Miller bad 
a law offloe io Keokuk, la., young Mc- 
Cteary, than • tattered youth of nineteen, 
walked into his office and asked for em- 
ployment. Something in the boy's bright, 
ambitions face pleased Mr. Miller, and he 
was willing to give him a chance, but his 
fastidious partner, Mr. Bankm, objected, 
and it was only after a long argument that 
Mr. Miller persuaded Rank in to consent to 
young McCreary's presence in the office. 
The youth shoved himself grateful, and 
though Mr. Hank in never became very 
cordial, he learned to respect the young 
student's energy and industry. 
After 


Kaolin's death Mr. McCreary became Mr. 
Miller's law partner, and the firm so re- 
mained until Mr. Miller was appointed to 
the Supreme- Court. Mr. MoCreary re- 
mained in Iowa, which State he repre- 
sented in Congress for several years. 
In 


1877 he introduced the election bill in Con- 
gress which resulted in the election of 
President Hayes, and he entered his Cabi- 
net as Secretary of War. He was after- 
wards appointed United States Circuit 
Judge in Iowa, which office he resigned 
after several years and became chief coun- 
sel for a large railroad company at Kansas 
City at a salary of $22,000 a year. He is a 
thorough lawyer, and would be folly the 
equal of any man on the Supreme Bench.

The reports of widespread destitution in 


the two Dakotas seems to have been greatly 
exaggerated. A circular issued by the 
Commissioner of Immigration and statis- 
tics for North Dakota and South Dakota, 
aad endorsed by the Uovernors of the two 
States, denies that there is no general suffer- 
ing among the people, and submits tables 
of crop returns which appear to justify the 
denial. The Commissioner says there is 
is some destitution, but it is confined to a 
few districts in counties whera the peo- 
ple have been so unfortunate as to lose two 
successive crops. The crop returns for the 
present year, while showing a less average 
yield than for the previous year, are still 
sufficiently large to show that there cannot 
be general 'destitution, and the Commis- 
sioner says that "every county has surplus 
enough to sspply all the destitute within 
the boundaries of the two young States."

it will be noticed, but little bullion 
was produced.

The Small Sam on Which » Millionaire 


Lived for Eighteen Years. 


"I will tell yon," said a reader of the 


Brooklyn Citizen, "the story of a man 
whose name is. as familiar to Brooklyn!teg 
and as well known in bis own line of trade 
in both America and Europe as that of 
Frederick Loenser, and if bis name were 
known it would create no end of talk in the 
town. He was born in Europe, and while 
yet a bey started out io earn his livitg by 
peddling knick-knacks. He wonld never 
refuse a bargain of any sert, and wonld 
take pieces of old iron in exchange for 
calico dresses when the buyer had no cash. 
Traveling from town to town and from 
country to country, he lived for eighteen 
ytan on 10 cents a day except when some 
good natnred people he called on would 
ask him to stay to dinner, on which occa- 
sion the day's expenses for food were noth- 
ing. 


"He finally invested his savings in a 


store busioesb that prospered mightily; and 
now for fifteen years or more has been a 
retired merchant, a silent partner in a big 
business house which pays him liberally 
for the use of his firm name.

VIIITNA, Nov. 22.->-An Imperial decree 


has been issued compelling Government 
offlaisls to wear showy uniforms at all 
times and in all places. The decree di- 
vides the civil service into four categories 
and eleven ranks, after the manner of the 
Russians. 


In the first rank of the first category, 


stands the Prime Minister, Count Taaf e, 
alone in his glory. 


In the second rank comes Ministers, 


Judges of the Supreme Court, and so on 
down to the eleventh rank, which included 
oterks at $400 a year. 


In future all these officials are to wear as 


ordinary half dress green coats with gray 
pantaloons, «words, military caps and over- 
coats, with white doeskin gloves. 


They are to salute in military fashion 


and the official of lower rank Is to be care- 
ful that he salutes first. 


The different Government officers are to 


be distinguished by the colors of the coal 
facings, and tbeee colors are scarlet, dark 
green, pompadour violet, bine, light green, 
cornflower blue, orange, dark brown anc 
canary yellow. 
For gala occasions the 


wearers of these smart clothes are to pro- 
vide themselves with green pantaloons and 
cooked hats. 


When this decree comes'into universal 


operation the streets of every town in the 
country will bo alive with gentlemen in 
gaudy colors occupied in saluting each 
other. 


A general increase in the pay of the 


civil service must be the result of the in- 
novation. 
Outside the Ministry the de- 


cree has no upholders, and it is feared thai 
by militarizing the civil service it will 
produce many unpleasant consequences, 
and that it must effect also avast change 
in social manners and customs.

NEW You, NOT. 29.—Stephen L. Pettns, 


Secretary and Treasurer of tbe Brooklyn 
Union Elevated Railroad, and a member ol 
the firm of Pollard, Pettns & Co., 64 
Broad street, this city, was shot dead here 
this morning in Fulton street by Miss 
Hannah South worth, who refused to give 
her address to the police when arrested. 


Just before 10 o'clock, while Fulton St. 


was crowded with people who bad just 
landed from the ierry, a young woman 
wearing a seal sack ooat trimmed with dark 
fur was seen hurrying along behind a well- 
dressed man. 
When in front of No, 10 


Fulton street she pulled a large revolver 
from beneath her dress and fired five shots 
in quick succession at the nan in front 
of her, although he fell at tbe first abet. 


AB the victim writhed and tossed in 


agony on the sidewalk the woman, looking 
calm and self-possessed, actually smilec 
with apparent satisfaction. 
In a shor 


time a great crowd had gathered, attracted 
to the spot by the repented pii.tol firing. 


As the officer arrested her, raising to 


her full bight and assuming a dramatic 
position, she hissed between her teeth as 
she pointed to the lifeless body on the 
sidewalk; "That man betrayed me, and 
I have shot him. He ruined me and my 
family." 


The woman was taken to the Police 


Station and looked up. She remained 
calm and dignified. She gave her name 
as Hannah Sonthworth, but refused to 
give her residence. 


All five balls took effect in the body o 


her victim. The same woman attackec 
Pettns in public once, before. 


A dispatch from Louisville, Kentucky 


says: "Mrs Southworth is a daughter o 
the late E. J, Martin, a well-known coffee 
broker. She is about 30 years of age, ant 
has been a widow tea years. 


She charges Pettns with having criminally 


assaulted her four j-eara ago, for which 
suit lor $25,000 was brought against him 
some months since. 


Several of her Brothers are prominent 


business men in New York, San Franoisoo 
and Brooklyn. 


Mrs. Sonthworth appeared at the Coro- 


ner'* office in the afternoon. She was 
affected to a great degree, and her mind is 
apparently in no condition Io comprehend 
what is going on. She could not answer 
questions intelligently, and her lawyer 
told her to say nothing

THIS PANAMA CANAL. 


An English Engineer's View of tho 


Outlook. 


A. H. Hewetson, an English engineer, is 


in Chicago. 
He baa been inspecting the 


Panama canal, and is new on bis way 
home. In a general talk about the future 
of tbeoacal ha said: "To abandon it al 
together would be a disgrace to the skill o. 
this century, yet it seems impossible to 
complete the work on a paying basis. The 
issue of the lottery bonds will keep the 
work going for six or eight months yet 
After this there is no telling what will bap- 
pen. 
While much of the plant is useless, 


there yet remains a good stock of machin 
ery of all kinds. The men who remainet 
at work are the best of the company's em- 
ployes. Henoe, on tbe whole, work ought 
to be resumed. To complete the csnal on 
a level with merely a tidal look 100,000,000 
cubic meters of earth must be removed. A 
fair estimate of time for finishing this por- 
tion of tbe canal wonld be from two to two 
and a half years. I think the expense 
wonld be about 2,000,000,000 francs, 
hold that tbe only canal of real utility is a 
level one. The only way in which it 
could be carried out wonld be for tbe pres- 
ent company to relinquish not only its 
right, but the plant on the dolbunii. In 
view of the impending forfeiture of its con- 
cession from the Columbian Government 
this plan might as well be chosen."

A New Survey Givei California a targe 


Strip of I.IMW1.

The report of the commissioners ap- 


pointed by Surveyor-General Beichert, of 
California, to resnrvey the boundary line 
between Nevada and California have made 
their report. By it California gains a strip 
ol over 200 miles in length and three- 
quarters of a mile wide, cutting through 
Lake Tahoe and going south till it strikes 
the Ton Schmidt monuments of 1873 on 
the Colorado river, which are found to fee 
correct. The report will be submitted to 
Congress, when it will probably take 
measures to establish a correct line accord- 
ing to the recent survey. 


Nevada Mill Electric Tlant.

CltiieD*' Meeting at the Court 


Boose laet Night. 


A large number of tbe most prominent 


otticens met at the Court Honse last even- 
iog to discuss tbe water question and tbe 
Slate Board of Trade matter, tbe former 
having been determined at tbe meeting beld 
»t Judge King's office Thursday evening. 
Jade Bigelow, as Chairman of tbe Wasboe 
Improvement Association, and A. C. Bragg, 
as Secretary, acted as officers of the meet, 
ins. Mr. Newlands was cal'ed npon. and 
read many letters pertaining to the Board 
of Trada and water questions, some partic- 
ularly interesting ones between 
him- 


self and William H. Mills, tba Gen- 
eral Land Agent of tbe Central Pacific 
railroad, Mr. Mills warmly advocating 
tbe formation ef a Board of Trade, and Mi. 
Newlands, recognizing the power for good 
of tbe railroad company, urging tbat cor- 
poration to do all in its power to permit 
Nevada to store wat*r at Taboe, and by 
atorage and irrigation bring vast quantities 
of land under cultivation. Judge Bigeloi 
call ad npon Senator Stewart, end tbe Sen 
ator said be liked tbe idea, of a Board of 
Trade, and thought it could do much good. 
He said he had talked with Goversor 
Stanford frequently concerning tbe water 
matter, and found the Governor willing to 
do all tbat was possible to help the pto- 
ple, bnt desired to be first satisfied tbat no 
monopoly eould be created. The Senator 
thought tbat through a Board of Trade the 
water question at b erne might be settled 
justly, with bnt very little litigation. Land 
is not worth anything without people; it 
must be divided up into small farms; popu- 
lation begets wealth. The Senator said 
the general impression was unfavorable to 
tgrionltnre in Nevada; we have a market 
here if it could only be supplied; we must 
M*'<9 homes for our people and build the 
State np; we now bay oar butter, chickens, 
hams and bacon, and nearly everything 
else elsewhere. This suggestion for a 
Board of Trade is a good one. There are 
many things that can be produced here bet- 
ter than in California; there is co State East 
that can produce as good all around 
crops as Nevada, and Nevada is a much 
better place to make a home than many 
places East. A State Board will dissemi- 
nate useful knowledge. The railroad in- 
terest is the interest of tho people, and 
a Board of Trade can reach the head men 
of the railroad to do good. The Senator 
concluded by saying he would gladly co- 
operate. 


Mr. Newland offered the following reso- 


lutions, which were adopted: 


Besolved, That the Executive Commit- 


tee of the Washoe Improvement Associa- 
tion take steps for the calling of a meeting 
of prominent! citizens'from different parts 
of the State connected with its varied in- 
interests, •with a view to the fo-mation of 
a Stave Board of Trade, similar to the 
organization now existing in California, 
and that they prepare a plan of organiza- 
tion to be presented for consideration at 
such meeting. 


Besolved, That on invitation be pre- 


sented by such committee to the Hon. W. 
3. Mills, of the State Board of Trade in 
California, to appear at such meeting and 
deliver an address; upon the subject of 
snob, organization; and that the time of 
such meeting shall be fixed, if possible, 
to meet his convenience. 


Besohed, That such committee issue in- 


ritaticms to the Governor and State officers 
ind other prominent citizens throughout 
the State to attend such meeting. 


T. D. Parkinson, of Hnmboldt, thought 


that if due notioe was given to tbe peo- 
p'e of the Eastern part of the State a 
large number wonld be glad to attend tbe 
organization of the Board. 


B. F. Leete thought well of the pro- 


jbct, and tbat it was a comparatively 
easy matter to increase the agricultural 
resources of the country to ten times its 
present capacity, and that * Board of 
Trade wonld do much toward acconphnb- 
ing such a result, 


Mr. Beck said be was always willing 


to bold np the hands ol those who wanted 
to do good, and he was heartily in favor 
of a Board of Trade. 
He also wanted 


everybody to patronize home industries. 
He thought that it the Sierra Nevada 
range had'been high enough to prevent 
trade with California assessable, the prop- 
erty of Nevada wonld be $100,000,000 in- 
stead of $28,000,000.

Mr. Newlands again urged a friendly ag- 


itation of the railroad question. He said 
the railroad people don't realize the situa- 
tion.
